Since the last biennial report in 1883, Washington Territory has raised 
for school purposes $644,642 73, and has expended $574,619 33 leaving an- 


unexpended balance to the credit of the school fund of $70,023 40 UN 


During the same period the Territory has built one hundred and eighty- ` 
nine school houses, and formed two hundred and sixty-seven new school 
districts, and there are now ia the Territory thirty-seven thousand one hun- 
dred and fifty-six children of school age. In order to show more explicitly 
what the schools of this Térritory have been doing for the past year, I here-. 
with give the following brief summary of the reports from the, ‘county Su- 
perintendents and teachers of the Territory.

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H s CONDITION OF THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 
e The schools throughout the territory are at present in a very prosperou 


condition. Their growth has been rapid and healthful, as will be seen by 
comparing the forégoing tables, keeping even paca with the rapid develop- 
۱ ment of our territory. 

Since the last biennial regort, or during the last two years, the territory 
a has built one hundred and eighty nine (189) school housés varying in value 
X from the graded school house ot-the city that costs forty thousand dollars, 
(40, 000}, down to the humblest school room of thé back woods and prairie 
that costs only a few hundred dollars, * 


Two hundred and sixty seven (267) new school districts have been formed 
۲ j" order to accommodate the rapidly increasing population. There are 
now thirty seven thousand one hundred and fifty six (87,156) school children 
iu (his territory and during the last two years six hundred and forty-four 
x ۱ thousand six hundred aud forty-two dollars ($644,042) have been raised by 
t this territory for school purposes. When wo reflect that the territory has no 


; public school tund, and thatthe people have voluntarily taxed themselves to 
s theamount of more than half a million of dollars, it seems wonderful and our 
۲ people can poiut "with pardonable pride to their educationul achievements

4 TEACHERS. 


In the last two years, as shown by the tables, the number of-teacherg 
employed has increased from four hundred and ninety (490) t» one thousand 
and forty (1,040). “We bave now teaching in our schools, graduates from 
nearly every normal school, college aud univers. y in the United States and 
Europe and thus receive the benefit of the acct:..ulated_ wisdom aud leacu. G 
ing of all these old 1ustitutions of instruction; : id as only the keenest, most 
energetic students have the energy to travel so far from theire Alma Mater, 
the resultis that-the teachers in this territory, as a class, are thoughtful and 
energetic compariug favorably with the teachers ia any slate in the union., 

E : TEACHERS’ INSTITUTES. 

Teachers” Institutes have been increasing rapidly in number and useful- 
ness, In 1 58 there were seven (7) Teachers’ Institutes, iu 1884 ten (10) und 
in 1885 hteen (18). ` ,

: T se Institutes take the form of normal schools to a great. extent, and 
the teachers in attendance ure instructed by experienced educators in the 
best methods of teaching the different branches or studies required by law 
to Le taught in our common schools. The teachers are also shown the bes 

à ; methods of securing g good government, preventing tardiness and of arous- 

i ing the pupils to thoughtful study. 1

i f ۱3 Institutes usually convene during the-holidays and continue from 
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oneiofive weeks. The teachers, al over the territory, are ; becoming more 
and more enthusiastic in their „behalt The teachers in one county, 
this year paid several] hundred dollars out of their own purses to secure the 
services of emminent educators from the East as instructors; in another 
county the teachers spent. fiye weeks of their vacation in county inshitate or 
normal study; enthusiastically devoting the time, usually spent in recreation, 
ta preparing themselves to do better work in their schoo] rooms the coming 
year. These Institutes are. of great Educational value. For here our best 
and most successtul teachers meet, compare notes. and receive from each 
other the benefits of years of successful experience in teaching. UT 

In thinly settled counties these Institutes cannot, be so well attended as 
in the more populous districts and these smaller associations sometimes fee] 
discouraged, therefore 1 would s

RECOMMEND 


that the law be so amended as to require a Normal Institute for each ju- 
dicial district presided over by the member of the territorial board of edu- 
cation from that district or a council district Institute, this would make 
twelve Institutes for the territory and enable theteachersto concentrate theii, 
work and secure better instruction. 207 


EXA MINATION OF TEACHERS 


The change of the time of Examinatiou of Teachers from November 
and April to the second Wednesdays of February and August, has as a 
great improvement They now immediately precede the school terms which 
generally begin either in September or in the spring months and are of 
grent advantage both to teachers and directors. ۲ s 

Many County Superinténdents complain that the “Permits” as suos a 
ized by Section 26 of ihe school Jaw, cause them great annoyance as Many 
persons, who are conscious that they are unable to successfully pagsthe ` re- 
quired "Teacher's Examination, oftentimes ask for “permits” tp teach. If 
these "permite" be refused the superintendent wjll make many personal 
enemies in the county. ^ It requires moral courage to fill any publie position 
properly, more especially that of Superintendent of schools, and: the county: 
Superintendents should fearlessly use their own good judgement in issuing - 
permits. It might be well to so amend Section 26 that no “permit” shall be 
granted to any applicant until that applicant has successfully passed an ex. 
amination by the county Superintendent which shal) be similar to the last 
county examination.

GRADED SCHOOLS . 1 


In tho last two years the graded schools have incieased in number IAP 2 
idly. In 1883 there were fifteen (15) graded schools in “the "territory, now =- 
there are twenty four (24), Thus is a very ereditsble Showing and speaks 
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well for the territory as mauy of our graded schools will compare favorably 
with those of the larger cities on the Atlantic Coast. ` 


SCHOOL LAW. »

The present school law is a very good one and meets with little opposi- 
tion. A few changes or amendments are needed to make all the provisions 
of the law harmonize. At'the last Territorial Teachers’ Institute (held in 
, Vancouver, Áugust 1883) the following amendments to the School Law 
were discussed gud voted upon meeting the almest unanimous approval of 

the teachers present. 


Resolved, That the Teachers of Washington Territory as represented in 
the Territorial Institute, ask our next Legislature to make the following 
amendments to ihe School Law of the Territory: 


REC. 3. Change to * * * * "and one copy to each district school of 
ficer within the Territory. 


Src. 8. Add to the section: and shall pay for them out of the fund al- 


, lowed for his expenses. 


Sec. 5. Change the provision to say: Said expenditures shall not ex. 
ceed the sum of five hundred dolirrs in any one year. 


Sxc. 15. Change the provision to. “The expenses of the whole Board 
now 4 members] shall not exceed the sum of five hundred dollaisin apy 
one year. 2 


Sec. 27, Insert after the word families. "Residing within the bound- 
aries of the proposed new district." 


Bro. 27. Change the last part'to: “The Co. Supt shall give notice to 
parties interested by pesting notices, twenty days prior to the time of hear, 
ing, one in.one of the most public places of the proposed new district, or 
change in the old one, and one on the school house of each district affected 
by said change, or if there be no school house, in one of the most public 
places of said district, and on the day fixed iu the notice proceed to hear 
said petition, and if he deems advisable, to grant it and make an order fixing 
said boundaries.” 


Src, 28. Change the words, "ceunty و‎ to county super- 
intendent. 

Sec. 49. Change * * * * “between the ages of six and twenty-one” to 
between the ages of five and twenty-one. 


And * * * * “seperately all the children under the age of four years, to 
all the children under the age of five years. 


SEO. 46. Insert, after the first occurrence of the word superintendent 
“at the time of the contract to teach such sthool the number of the district

The amendment to Section 2 is i8 needed because many of the school direc- 
tors have no copy of the school Jaw and ıt is im 1 possible for ,any officer 
fulfill his duty and obey the law unless he. studies, and. thoroughly under- 
stands that iaw. It may be well here to mention the fact, that there are two 
thousand five hundred and seventy-four (2574) school directors, eight hundred 
and fifty-eight (858) school clerks and one thousand and-forty (1040) teachers 
now in this térritory, each of whom should have a copy of theschool law or 
four thousand four huudred and seventy-two (4412) copies of the school” law 
are needed for the schod officers and teachers alone. 


The xmendment to Section 3 is necessary because as the law now. reads, 
it ıs very uncertain whose duty it is to pay for the printing of.blank reports, 
and questions for the use of the county boards im the examination of teacli- 
ets. Wr UE SR 


1 Section. 3 be amended, it would make the suggested amendment to 
Section b very necessary , 


There are now about two thousand school clerks, teachers. and &ounty 
Superintendenís to be supplied with blank forms “fnd questions such as 
blanks for clerks’ reports, blanks for teacher" 5 reports, blanks for county su- 
perintendents reports, also the questions for counly teachers examination و‎ 
When this allowance of three hundred dollars was first- made by the legis. 
jature for expenses there were not quite five hundred (500) school clerks and 
teachers to be supplied with blauks for reports, there are now two thousand 
(2000) school clerks.and teachers te be supplied with blanks for reports or 
ihe expenses have quadrupled while the allowance for expenses continues 4 
small as ever.

The increase in the number of the members of the Board of Education 
by the addition of another judicial district {see Section’ 10, "one suitable ' 
person from each judicial district”) necessitates the proposed amendment to 
Section 15. : . -o 


Section 27 is somewhat ambiguous and the proposed amendments are 
needed to explain 1ts intention and make it more easily understood.

Bections 42 and 82 conflict as they now read. It is impossible 1086 ^ 
clerk to make a complete census according to Section 42, as all the children

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between tlie ages of four and síx years are excluded from the clerks’ census 
reports, The suggested amendment to Section 49 would remedy this defect. 


The proposed amendment to Section 46 would lighten the labors of 
County superintendents more especially in populous counties; for they 
would then be enabled to understand more fully the condition of the schools 
under their charge. foe 


As Section 82 now reads it is impossible for Gounty Nüperinfendenté to * 
apportion school moneys legally; it requires that “all school moneys shall 
bé apportioned to the several districts in proportion to the number of school 


` children between four and twenty-one years of age, as shown by the returns 


of the district clerk for the preceding year,” but the district clerks return 
only shows the number. of those between six and twenty-one years of age. 
The proposed amendment would correct this mistake. 

š “RECOMMENDATION. 

I would recommend that between the. words “year” and “Provided” of 
said section the following words be inserted: "And make a full report of 
said apportionment to the county commissioners." As the county commis- 
gioners levy the school tax, and fix the rate of taxation it is right and proper 
for them to know the exact financial standtng of every school district i in the 
county. bib: 

Section 94 is now useless, In 1884 when the time of holding the county 
examination was changed from April to February it was necessary for some 
one to prepare the questions for the February examination, as the Terri- 
torial Board of Education would not convene untit the following July, The 
easiest way out of this difficulty was ta authorize the Territorial Superin- 
tendent to issue the first list of questions tor county teachers’ examination, 
this was done, and Section 94 as it now reads is of no further use and should 
be repealed. 


In section 86, after the words “one, two and three years respectively,” 1 
would recommend that the words, “but the school clerks sball be elected 
annually ;” clerks “and directors-elect shall take office, etc." The law is 0 
ambiguous now that in some , counties school clerks are elected for three 
years, while in other counties they are elected for only one year. 'The above 
amendment woulll correct these differences. 

IHavereceived so many letters in regard to school land, that I would 
recommend that the following letter from the Commissioner of the Genera] 
Land Office, be printed in the school law:

“WASHINGTON, D. C, 


October 30, 1884. 
+ * + * * * * * * * 


“Sır :—In reply to your inquiry of the 10th inst, I would state that the 
school lands in Washington Territory, sections 16 and 36, upon survey, are” 


reserved for school purposes, and are not subject to lease hy the government 
or county school commissioner; neither are they subject to sale or settlement, 
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and pnrties trespassmg thereon render themselves hable to prosecution for 
such trespass under the United States laws.” 

The first ten of the foregoing amendments to the school law were sug- 
gested, discussed and approved by the last Territorial Teachers’ Institute, 
which convened August, 1885, at Vancouver. They were also endorsed by 
the Territortal Board of Education, then in session at Vancouver, and I think 
it would be of great advantage to thé Territory 1f said amendments,conld be 
made a part of our scheol Jaw. ’ 


TERRITORIAL TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE 


During the year of 1884, there were two Territorial Teachers’ Institutes 
held, one at Dayton, August 4 and 7, aud one at Tacoma, August 18 and 21» 
Both were well attended by the teachers of the Territory. This year the 
wall or partition, that has divided the Territorial Institute into eastern and 
western divisions, was broken down, and the teachers of both divisions’ 
united or met each other as near half way as possible, at Vancouver, where 
the Institute was reasonably well attended by the teachers from both sides 
of the mountains, and much practical work done. The next Teachers’ 
Tustitute will meet in Colfax, June 15, 1886 4

TERRITORIAL UNIVERSITY ۲ ^ 


The piosperous condition of the Territorial University is plainlg, ındi- 
cated by the increasing numbers ot its students and faculty. Last year's 
enrollment shows two hundred and fifty-nine (259) students in attendance, 
and this year there has been added to the faculty an experienced educator 
who “who will devote his attenuon entirely tothe professional training of 
teachers’. The University has generously adopted a regulation by which 
those students, who come fiom a distance to attend the Univesity, have 
their traveling fare deducted from their tuition In this manner the Um. 
versity, trom its very limited means, pays the traveling expenses or fare cf 
those students who attend from different parts of the "oTenitory This is 
certuinly a great self-sacrifice on the part of the professors ar teachers in 
the institution; but this is done for the purpose ot giving all persons in all 
parts of the Territory equal opportunities of attendance, and no county, on 
account of its proximity, has any advantage over the most distant county, 
thus making 1t a Terretorial University, not a local institution. 

Those in charge seem to be doing allcin their power to make the Uni- 
versity a success, and their efforts deserve the aid and encouragement of 
every citizen in the Territory If we do not sustam our higher institutions 
of learning at home, we compel those who desire a liberal education to go 
abroad to obtain it Every year more than one hundied students leave this 
'Tenitory and go to California, Oregon or the Eastern States to attend some-——-- 
college or seminüry, and no one of these students can be mamtainéd abroad 
for less than four hundred dollars a year, or more than forty thousand dol- 
lars are drained out of this ۴ every. year by the students that leave 
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the Territory. As a mere matter of dollars and cents we should patronize 
and build up a good university at home, and it isto be hoped that liberal 
appropriations will be made for this purpose.

On 
and atter 12 o'clock m. of Monday, July 14, A. D , 1884, "said proposals shall 
cease to be received."

On July 14, 1884, all the members of the Board being present, at the 
Tegular meeting of the Board, twelve “sealed proposals to furnish text-books 
for tbe schools of Washington Territory,” were opened and read. After 
mature deliberation the Board, on July 17, adopted the following list of 
text.books, which the publishers agreed (under bond)to furnish and keep 
for sale, at the following prices, in at least one town in each county of the 
Territory:

It will be seen at a glance that a complete hst or set of text books cost 
five dollars and ten cents ($5 10) less now than they did under the old con, 
tract, or a saving of $5.10 to every child inthe Te ritory This may seem a 
small amount, but when we know that there are 37,156 school children at 
present in the Territory, we Can see at Once that it would be a gain to the 
people of the Territory of over ($187,000) one hundred and eighty-seven . 
thousand dollars 


Even at this reduced price many of the old text-books were retained, for 
it was the great desire of the Board to make as little change or confusion ag 
possible, accordingly only the readers and arithmetic. ‘were exchanged, and 
we still retain the same geographies, United States histories, physiology. 
grammars, speller and copy book that have been in use in our schools the 
last six years. The Board adopted the best and cheapest text-books that 
were offered, but notwithstanding all our etforts, I think eur school books 
are too expensive, wheu compared with other books for sule 1n the Territory. 

' Atthe time of the adoption of the text-book the publishing company, 
at the suggestion of the Board, kindly printed, and sent to every Uounty 
Superintendent in the Territory, the following card, to be posted up in every 
school room in the Territory, so that every pupil and parent could; see and 
know what the Board had done, and take advantage of the cheap or ex. 
change and introduction prices of text-books: —

AN ACT 
TO AMEND THE COMMON SCHOOL DAW OF THE TERRITORY OF “WASHINGTON: 
TITLE I, 
SUPERINTENDENT OF COMMCN SCHOOLS. 


Section d. Be it enacted by the Legislatvoe Assembly of the Territory of 
Washington: That a superintendent of public instruction shall be appomted 
by the goveinor, by and with the advice and consent of the legislative coun: 
cil, and shall enter upon the duties of his office on or before the first Monday 
in January next following his appointment, and shall hold his office for the 
term of two years or until his successor is appointed and qualified, and shall 
execute a bond in the penal sum of two thousand dollars, with two good and 
sufficient sureties to be approved by the territorial auditor conditioned upon. 
the faithful discharge of kis or her official duties 


Sec 2 The superintendent shall have general supervision of public 
instruction, especially of the county and district school officers and the pub- 
„lic, schools of the territory, and shall report to the governor biennially on orbe- 
fore the first day of September of the years in which the regular sessions ot 


the legislature ate held. The governor shall transmit said report to thegleg. 


islature, and whenever itis ordered printed, ‘a sufficient number of copies 
shall be delivered to the superintendent of public instiuction to furnish two 
copies, to be deposited in the territorial library, and one,copy to each county 
superintendent of common schools, to be held by him hs publie property, 
and delivered to his successor 1n office, and one copy to each district school 
clerk within the territory Said report shall contain a statement of the con- 
dition of the territorial university and public schools in the terntory, full 
statistical tables, by counties, showing among other statistics the number of 
schools and the average attendance, the number attending private schools 
the amount raised by county and district taxes, or from other sources of rev- 
enue for school purposes, the amount expended for salaries of teachers and 
for building and furnishing school houses, and the statement of the plans 
for the management and improvement of schools, together with such other 
facts as he may deem proper to collect for the information of thelegislature.
